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The  prevalence  of  fever  is  generally  associated  with  insanitary  property  and 
crowded  courts  and  alleys ;  but  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  an  out¬ 
break  in  the  West  Derby  district  just  outside  the  Municipal  boundaries,  where 
the  houses  are  comparatively  new,  the  situation  elevated,  open,  and  should  be 
healthy,  but  some  of  the  houses  were  occupied  by  a  class  similar  to  those 
dwelling  in  the  lowest  parts  of  the  city,  and  when  fever  got  amongst  them  it 
spread  rapidly.  There  is  no  return  of  the  number  of  cases  which  occurred  in 
Division  Street  and  its  neighbourhood,  but  there  were  sent  from  that  district 
into  the  hospital,  Brownlow  Hill,  during  January,  six  cases  ;  February,  thirteen  ; 
March,  nine;  and  April,  one;  a  total  of  twenty-nine  cases,  eight  of  which 
terminated  fatally,  and  are  added  to  the  death  roll  of  the  city. 

In  April  the  Medical  Officer  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  the  death  of 
a  man  in  Page  Street  from  fever,  and  that  eight  members  of  his  family,  dwelling 
in  different  parts  of  the  city,  had  contracted  the  disease  from  communications — 
first  with  the  man  in  Page  Street,  and  afterwards  with  other  members  of  the 
family,  who  became  ill.  The  report  concluded  with  the  following  remarks  : — 
“  It  is  highly  improbable  that  so  virulent  an  outbreak  with  a  mortality  rate  of 
44  per  cent,  should  suddenly  die  out  without  affecting  many  more  people,  but 
owing  to  the  various  ways  in  which  contagious  disease  can  be  communicated, 
and  the  crowded  population  whh  which  we  have  to  deal,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
trace  the  connection ;  but  the  large  number  of  patients  in  Brownlow  Hill 
hospital,  and  the  increased  death  rate  from  the  disease,  is  evidence  of  its 
persistence  and  extension  in  the  City.  It  is  futile  to  expect  that  a  Sanitary 
Authority,  who  only  receives  information  of  the  dying  and  the  dead,  will  be 
able  to  cope  with  infectious  disease  whilst  it  is  being  secretly  spread  and 
scattered  broadcast  by  the  affected,  as  well  as  their  visitors  and  attendants.” 

In  June  there  was  an  outbreak  of  fever  in  Carlton  Street,  and  the  following 
is  extracted  from  the  report  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  on  August 
24th  : — “  Carlton  Street  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  Great  Howard  Street, 
leading  down  to  Regent  Road,  opposite  Clarence  Dock,  and  contains  a  number 
of  courts  having  the  houses  back  to  back  and  incapable  of  thorough  ventilation. 
The  inhabitants  are  poor,  the  houses  crowded  and  dirty,  and  the  atmosphere 
fetid ;  in  fact  just  one  of  those  places  where  zymotic  disease,  when  once  intro¬ 
duced,  spreads  rapidly. 

Occasional  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  are  not  infrequent,  but  prompt 
measures  are  generally  successful  in  stamping  it  out,  as  in  the  first  cases  which 
occurred  this  year  in  Carlton  Street,  and  were  removed  by  the  Sanitary  Autho¬ 
rity,  on  February  24th  and  March  9th.  Nothing  more  was  heard  of  the  disease 
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until  May  25tli,  when  information  was  received  at  this  office  from  the  Parish 
Authority  that  four  cases  had  been  removed  to  the  hospital  from  the  house  No. 
34.  On  inquiry  it  was  found  that  a  girl  had  been  ill  for  some  time,  and  had 
been  freely  visited  by  the  neighbours  ;  but  it  was  not  until  three  other  members 
of  the  family  were  affected  that  she  was  removed. 

On  June  12th  information  was  received  from  the  Parish  Authority  that  one 
case  from  No  7  in  2  court,  and  two  cases  from  No.  12  in  2  court,  had  been  re 
moved  to  the  hospital  on  the  10th.  One  of  the  men  died  on  the  12th,  another 
on  the  14th,  and  a  man  resident  at  No.  3  house  in  7  court,  Regent  Street, 
who  had  worked  with  them  on  board  some  Irish  boats,  died  at  his  home 
on  the  12th. 

These  cases  were  evidently  the  commencement  of  the  outbreak,  as  will  be  seen 
in  the  annexed  table,  which  gives  the  dates  on  which  information  of  each  series 
of  cases  was  received.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  there  were  four  cases  in  No.  34 
house,  four  cases  in  36,  seven  cases  in  38,  eighteen  cases  in  No.  2  court,  two 
cases  in  39,  five  cases  in  41,  four  cases  in  15  court,  eight  cases  in  15a  court, 
seven  cases  in  17  court — a  total  of  fifty-nine  cases,  and  ten  deaths  have  already 
occurred  between  May  25th  and  the  present  date.  Fever  has  not  been  confined 
to  Carlton  Street,  for  it  has  spread  to  some  of  the  neighbouring  streets,  evidently 
following  upon  the  same  outbreak.  In  Chadwick  Street  there  have  been  ten 
cases,  in  Whitley  Street  three,  in  Prince’s  Walk  three,  and  many  cases  in  Great 
Howard  Street  and  the  adjoining  streets.  If  sanitary  measures  are  to  be  fully 
efficient  in  preventing  disease,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  earliest  possible 
information  should  be  given  to  the  Medical  Officer,  and  not  delayed  as  at 
No.  34,  where,  besides  the  first  case,  there  were  three  other  members  of  the 
family  affected,  and  the  contagion  spread  by  a  number  of  sympathising  visitors 
before  any  information  was  given.  In  like  manner,  the  patients  reported  on 
June  12th  must  have  been  ill  ten  or  twelve  days  at  least,  for  two  of  the  men 
died  on  the  12th — the  same  day  that  information  was  given — and  the  third  man 
on  the  1 4th,  two  days  after. 

However  desirous  many  persons  may  be  to  nurse  the  sick  at  their  homes,  it 
is  utterly  impossible  to  so  isolate  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  small  or  even 
ordinary-sized  houses  as  to  secure  the  other  members  of  the  family  and  the 
public  from  the  danger  of  infection ;  and,  further,  by  the  early  removal  of  the 
sufferers  to  clean  and  airy  wards,  with  skilled  and  trained  nurses  to  attend  upon 
them,  they  have  a  much  better  chance  of  recovery  than  if  left  at  home  to  the 
kind  but  inexperienced  management  of  relatives  and  friends.

In  a  further  report,  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  in  September,  the 
following  observations  were  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  : — “  Insanitary  condi¬ 
tions  will  intensify  but  not  cause  typhus,  and,  whilst  every  attention  is  being 
paid  to  remedy  insanitary  surroundings,  the  patient  should  be  isolated,  and  all 
communications  with  neighbours  and  visitors  cut  off. 

The  scavenging  operations  in  different  parts  of  the  City  vary  according  to 
the  class  of  people  who  occupy  them.  Once  a  week  may  be  sufficient  to  sweep 
some  streets,  whilst  others  including  courts  and  alleys  in  the  poorer  parts  are 
swept  daily,  and  the  trough  water  closets  are  flushed  once  a  day.  But  since 
the  increase  of  fever  the  courts  and  streets  occupied  by  the  lower  classes  are 
swept  twice  a  day,  and  the  closets  in  courts,  where  there  is  or  has  been  fever, 
are  flushed  twice  a  day,  and  the  courts  besides  the  sweepings  are  washed  once 
a  day.  Carbolic  acid  is  used  after  washing  and  flushing. 
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Each  house,  in  the  same  parts  of  the  City,  is  thoroughly  inspected  every 
three  months  as  to  its  sanitary  condition.  Every  court  and  alley  is  visited  once 
a  week  for  the  same  purpose.  When  information  is  received  that  infectious 
disease  is  supposed  to  exist  in  any  house,  it  is  visited  as  early  as  possible  to 
ascertain  if  the  information  is  correct,  the  number  of  children  going  to  school 
and  the  name  of  the  school,  whether  the  house  is  dirty  or  overcrowded,  and  if 
any  nuisances  exist  in  or  about  the  premises.  Should  the  information  when 
first  given  be  reliable,  a  special  inspector  is  sent  to  ascertain  the  conditions  in 
which  the  patient  is  placed,  to  visit  the  doctor  if  one  is  employed,  and  if 
necessary  to  remove  the  sufferer  to  hospital,  If  no  doctor  is  in  attendance,  and 
no  satisfactory  information  to  be  obtained,  report  is  made  to  the  Medical 
Officer,  who  directs  whatever  further  action  may  be  desirable.  When  the 
patient  is  removed  or  well  an  officer  disinfects  the  house,  another  removes  the 
clothing  for  disinfection,  and  then  notice  is  served  upon  the  owner  to  whitewash 
and  cleanse  the  house,  whilst  the  City  Engineer  is  notified  in  all  cases  of  fever 
to  flush  the  drains.5’ 

The  necessity  for  a  system  of  compulsory  notification  of  infectious  disease 
is  becoming  more  generally  felt  as  the  very  first  step  in  preventive  treatment, 
and  the  subject  has  been  discussed  both  in  the  Council  and  Health  Committee, 
but  nothing  definite  has  resulted  beyond  affirming  the  principle. 

OTHER  ZYMOTICS. 

SCARLATINA  caused  380  deaths,  being  a  decrease  on  the  previous  year, 
when  there  were  435  deaths,  whilst  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years 
is  586. 

MEASLES  occasioned  410  deaths,  whilst  in  the  previous  year  there  were 
756  deaths,  and  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years  is  420.  The  mortality  from 
measles  cannot  be  estimated  by  the  number  of  deaths  registered  from  that 
cause,  as  many  die  from  the  sequelae  of  the  disease,  arising  from  exposure  and 

cold. 

DIARRHOEA. — The  deaths  from  this  disease  were  587,  being  a  slight 
increase  on  the  previous  year,  when  there  were  508  deaths,  whilst  they  are 
below  the  average,  which  is  784. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  was  prevalent  during  the  spring  quarter,  when  the 
deaths  were  154,  out  of  a  total  for  the  year  of  420.  The  deaths  in  1881  were 
402,  whilst  the  average  is  457. 

SMALLPOX  caused  6  deaths.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Twelve  applications  were  made  during  the  year  for  permission  to  carry  on  the 
businesses  coming  under  the  designation  of  Offensive  Trades,  of  which  six  were 
refused,  and  of  the  six  granted  three  were  transfers. 

Proceedings  were  taken  under  Section  114  of  Public  Health  Act  on  certificate 
of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  the  trade  or  business  of  drying  damaged 
wheat  at  the  kiln  in  Thomas  Street  was  a  nuisance,  or  injurious  to  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants.  The  Court  adjourned  the  case  sine  die  in  order  to  give  the 
defendant  an  opportunity  of  consulting  his  landlord  as  to  a  renewal  of  his 
lease,  and  carry  out  efficient  alterations  provided  a  fresh  lease  was  granted. 
The  complainant  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Court  if  there  was  a  renewal 
c£  the  nuisance. 
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During  the  fifty-two  weeks  of  the  year  1882  (terminating  on  Saturday, 
December  30),  the  Returns  of  the  Local  Registrars  record  20,498  births  and 
14,818  deaths  within  the  City ;  the  numbers  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
previous  year,  1881,  were  20,762  births  and  14,733  deaths. 

Of  the  births  10,372  were  males  and  10,126  were  females,  making  the  total 
Birth-rate  of  the  City  equal  to  36*6  per  1,000 ;  the  average  of  the  previous  ten 
years  being  38*4.

DEATHS. 


Of  the  14,818  deaths  7,644  were  of  males,  and  7,174  of  females;  6,813 
occurred  in  the  Parish,  and  8,005  in  the  Out-townships. 

The  Death-rate  of  the  City  was  equal  to  26*4  per  1,000.  The  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years  was  27*6  per  1,000. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
Parish  aud  Out-townships,  previous  to  the  transference  to  the  districts  from 
whence  the  patients  were  removed,  of  the  deaths  occuring  in  the  Workhouses 
and  Hospitals.  The  death-rate  of  the  Parish  was  equal  to  38 ’0  and  that  of  the 
Out-townships  to  22.6  per  1000  of  the  population.

From  the  returns  made  as  to  the  residences  of  persons  dying  in  the  Work- 
houses  and  Hospitals  of  the  town,  we  are  able  to  classify  2,148  of  the  deaths 
in  these  establishments  under  the  wards  from  whence  the  patients  were 
removed,  viz.,  434  under  Scotland  Ward,  202  under  Vauxhall  Ward,  100  under 
St.  Paul’s  Ward,  90  under  Exchange  Ward,  275  under  St.  Anne’s  Ward,  63 
under  Lime  Street  Ward,  3  under  Castle  Street  Ward,  28  under  St.  Peter’s 
Ward,  83  under  Pitt  Street  Ward,  84  under  Great  George’s  Ward,  86  under 
Rodney  Street  Ward,  108  under  Abercromby  Ward,  242  under  the  Out- 
township  of  Everton,  88  under  that  of  Kirkdale,  156  under  West  Derby  Ward, 
51  under  North  Toxtetb  Ward,  and  55  under  South  Toxteth  Ward.  This  will 
leave  unclassified  174  deaths  of  persons  whose  previous  residences  were  either 
unknown  or  not  specified ;  and  these,  in  the  absence  of  definite  information, 
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have  been  placed  in  the  Wards  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  total  deaths  ; 
and  255  who  were  residents  outside  the  City. 

The  results  of  the  alterations  occasioned  by  this  re-arrangement  of  the 
deaths  in  the  wards  and  districts  will  be  shown  in  the  following  table,  from 
which  a  calculated  rate  of  mortality  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  inhabitants 
has  been  made.

The  deaths  of  Infants  below  the  fifth  year  of  their  age  amounted  to  6,527, 
and  thus  comprised  44-0  per  cent,  of  the  whole  deaths ;  the  average  number 
for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  6,767,  and  the  average  percentage  46-6. 
The  deaths  of  Infants  below  one  year  of  age  amounted  to  3,641,  or  17 -8  per 
cent,  of  all  the  children  born  within  the  City  died  before  attaining  the  age  of 
twelve  months. 

The  first  of  the  following  tables  shows  the  districts  where  Infantile  Mortality 
was  relatively  and  absolutely  greatest,  the  second  table  illustrates  the  influence 
of  age  on  the  death-rate  of  the  City,  and  the  third  table  places,  in  one 
connected  view,  the  pathological  history  of  the  death  registry.

ZYMOTICS. 

This  class  of  diseases  occasioned  2,843  deaths  during  the  year  1882, 
and  accounted  for  19*2  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  within  the  City 
during  the  same  period.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases 
for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  3,161,  and  the  percentage  death  rate  for  1882  was 
2 '5  per  cent,  less  than  the  proportional  rate  of  zymotic  deaths  to  deaths  from 
all  causes  during  the  preceding  decennial  period.  The  following  table  shows

FEVER. 

Fever  accounted  for  593  deaths  within  the  City  of  Liverpool,  or  for 
381  in  the  Parish  and  212  in  the  Out-Townships,  being  an  increase  of  301  on 
the  previous  year.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  preceding  ten  years 
was  368).  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  IT  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.  Its  percentage  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes  was  3T  during 
the  first,  3*5  during  the  second,  3*4  during  the  third,  and  5*7  during  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year.  Its  annual  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes 
c

was  4-0  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes  20*9  per  cent. 
Its  deaths  included  302  males  and  291  females;  114  persons  below  the  age 
of  15,  169  between  the  ages  of  15  and  30,  and  310  above  the  age  of  30. 

Under  the  term  Fever  every  form  of  continued  fever  is  included  ;  but  the 
registers  of  deaths  attribute  3  cases  to  gastric  fever,  130  to  typhoid  fever,  39 
to  enteric  fever,  14  to  continued  fever,  2  to  febris,  383  to  typhus,  15  to  fever, 
1  to  spotted  fever,  1  to  remittent  fever,  1  to  brain  fever,  and  under  that  of  feb- 
ricula  4  deaths. 

The  following  tables  are  in  themselves  sufficiently  explanatory.  The  first 
compares  the  averages  of  deaths  from  fever  during  the  preceding  ten  years 
with  those  during  1882;  the  second  and  third  tables  show  the  districts  of  the 
town  and  the  periods  of  the  year  in  which  all  forms  of  continued  fever  were 
most  fatally  prevalent;  the  fourth  marks  in  streets  the  habitats  of  the  disease  ; 
and  the  remaining  tables  the  occupations  and  positions  of  its  victims.

SCARLATINA. 

Scarlatina  accounted  during  the  year  for  380  deaths,  or  for  154  in  the  Parish, 
and  226  in  the  Out-townships.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the 
preceding  ten  years  was  586).  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  0*7 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Its  rate  relatively  to  deaths 
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from  all  causes  was  3*0  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter,  2'4  in  the  second,  1‘9  in 
the  third,  and  2*9  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year ;  its  annual  rate  relatively 
to  all  deaths  was  2 #6  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes 
13 ‘4  per  cent. 

The  first  of  the  following  tables  gives  a  statistical  history  of  the  mortality 
of  Scarlatina  during  the  year  1882  ;  the  second  is  a  record  of  the  streets  of 
the  City  wherein  3  or  more  deaths  occurred  from  that  disease.

TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. 

This  group  of  diseases  includes  Phthisis,  Scrofula,  Tabes  Mesenterica, 
and  Hydrocephalus.  They  occasioned  1,972  deaths  in  the  City  of 
Liverpool  during  the  year  1882,  of  which  814  occurred  in  the  Parish,  and 
1,158  in  the  Out-Townships.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  preceding 
ten  years  was  1,961).  The  death-rate  was  3*5  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population;  their  percentage  death-rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes 
was  13*3.

LIVERPOOL  SANITARY  AMENDMENT  ACT,  1864. 

Section  4  of  the  above  Act  states  that  “  if  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
shall  find  that  any  court  or  alley,  or  any  premises  is,  or  are,  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  or  in  a  condition,  state,  or  situation  injurious,  dangerous,  or  preju¬ 
dicial  to  health,  he  shall  report  the  same,  and  that  the  powers  of  this  Act 
ought  to  be  put  in  force  in  respect  to  such  court,  alley,  or  premises.” 

By  Section  6,  “  every  report  made  under  this  Act  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  shall  be  made  and  signed  by  him  in  duplicate,  and  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  one  of  such  reports  to  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  other  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Peace.” 

By  further  Sections  the  Town  Clerk  is  directed  to  lay  the  report  before  the 
Town  Council  and  record  it  on  the  minutes  ;  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  is 
directed  to  lay  his  copy  before  the  Grand  Jury  at  the  next  Court  of  General  or 
Quarter  Sessions,  and  the  Grand  Jury  is  to  take  the  report  into  consideration, 
and,  after  viewing  by  members  of  their  body  the  premises  specified  in  the  report, 
shall  make  a  presentment  thereon  according  to  what  they  consider  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  ease. 

Six  presentments  have  been  made  under  this  Act,  and  though  it  has  been 
found  beneficial  in  demolishing  or  improving  insanitary  property,  the  working 
was  found  tedious  and  expensive.  The  Corporation  have,  therefore,  obtained 
an  amendment  of  this  Act  (Liverpool  Improvement  Act,  1882),  by  which  “  A 
report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  under  the  Liverpool  Sanitary  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1864,  as  to  the  condition  of  courts,  alleys,  and  other  premises  need 
not  be  made  and  signed  in  duplicate,  and  a  copy  need  not  be  delivered  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace  unless  the  Corporation  specially  so  direct.”

By  Section  79,  “  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  made  a  report  to 
the  Corporation  under  the  Liverpool  Sanitary  Amendment  Act,  1864,  the 
Corporation  may  from  time  to  time  (whether  or  not  a  copy  of  the  report  has 
been  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  or  a  presentment  has  been  made 
under  the  said  Act)  acquire  by  agreement  all  or  any  of  the  premises  included  in 
such  report,  or  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  or  in  any  part  thereof,  and  any 
premises,  estate,  or  interest  so  acquired  may  be  sold  or  otherwise  dealt  with  and 
disposed  of  in  like  manner  as  land  and  premises  acquired  by  them  under  the 
Liverpool  Sanitary  Amendment  Act,  1864.” 

In  view  of  the  action  to  be  taken  under  these  new  provisions,  and  to  assist 
the  Corporation  in  carrying  out  the  Act,  the  Medical  Officer  has  made  an 
inspection  of  the  whole  of  the  insanitary  districts  of  the  City,  and  prepared  a 
list  of  the  premises  that  should  be  dealt  with.  These  will  come  before  the 
Health  Committee  for  consideration,  and  form  part  of  their  important  duties 
for  the  next  year.

LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  Health  Committee  have,  since  the  passing  of  the  Sanitary  Act,  1866, 
ruled  that,  as  far  as  possible,  all  registered  lodging-houses  should  have  a 
day  apartment  for  the  accommodation  of  their  lodgers,  and  that  all  houses 
Where  single  rooms  were  occupied  by  day  and  night  should  be  registered  as 
sub-let.  The  space  required  for  a  night  lodger  in  a  registered  lodging-house 
is  300  cubical  feet,  while  the  space  in  a  sub-let  house  for  each  adult  is 
350  feet. 

There  were  on  the  register  1,104  lodging-houses  at  the  end  of  1881,  and 
1,035  at  the  end  of  1882.  This  difference  was  occasioned  by  the  removal  of 
343  old  licences,  and  the  addition  of  274  new  ones.  The  visits  to  lodging- 
houses  are  both  by  day  and  night.  The  lodging-houses  of  the  better  class,  and 
especially  those  provided  only  with  single  beds  for  each  person,  and  only  with 
the  number  of  beds  equivalent  to  the  number  of  lodgers  allowed,  are  not 
visited  at  night  except  on  grave  suspicion  or  on  complaint,  or  in  the  case  of 
foreign  emigrant  lodging-houses.  The  night  visits  are  pretty  nearly  restricted 
to  the  low  districts  and  tramp  houses.  The  number  of  day  visits  paid  during 
the  year  was  44,478,  and  the  night  visits  6,900.  The  number  of  lodging- 
houses  found  overcrowded  on  the  night  visits  was  34,  the  number  of  informa¬ 
tions  laid  for  breaches  of  the  bye-laws  was  115,  with  the  results  of  fines  in  110 
cases  to  the  extent  of  <£29  12s.,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  to  40s.  and  costs. 
The  number  of  lodging-houses  found  dirty  was  218;  notices  were  served  to 
lime-wash  and  cleanse. 

It  is  necessary  frequently  to  visit  houses  which  are  not  licensed  either  as 
lodging  or  sub-let  houses,  especially  when  emigration  is  brisk  or  at  race  times. 
There  were  2,614  such  visits  paid  during  the  day,  and  in  43  of  the  cases  where 
suspicion  was  confirmed  they  were  followed  up  by  night  visits.  A  tenant 
harbouring  lodgers  is  not  taken  before  the  Justices  for  the  first  offence,  but  is 
noticed  to  apply  to  have  his  rooms  measured  and  licensed.  There  were  232 
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such  notices  issued  during  the  year,  but  in  only  10  cases  did  the  tenants  refuse 
to  comply ;  they  were  brought  before  the  Justices  and  fined.  A  bye-law 
requires  that  every  case  of  infectious  sickness  in  a  lodging-house  should  be  at 
once  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  80  cases  of  fever  and  4 
cases  of  small-pox  occurred  in  lodging-houses;  in  78  of  the  cases  the  patients 
were  at  once  sent  to  hospital,  the  remaining  6,  being  members  of  the  keepers’ 
families,  were  not  removed ;  3  of  these  latter  died.  In  all  cases  of  fever  or 
infectious  disease  the  bedding  was  at  once  removed  to  the  disinfecting  apparatus, 
and  the  rooms  purified  and  cleansed ;  in  the  cases  were  the  patients  remained, 
the  licenses  to  receive  lodgers  were  suspended  by  the  Medical  Officer.  No 
lodger  died  from  fever  or  small  pox  in  a  registered  lodging-house;  but,  not 
includiug  the  cases  of  fever,  there  were  109  deaths  from  non-contagious 
diseases  in  lodging-houses,  of  which  G4  belonged  to  the  keepers’  families  and 
45  were  lodgers. 

SUB-LET  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  sub-let  Houses  on  the  Register  at  the  termination  of  1881 
was  14,703  ;  the  number  registered  during  1882  was  565,  making  the  total  on 
the  Register  on  the  31st  December,  15,268.  The  number  of  visits  paid  during 
the  night  was  12,020,  and  during  the  day  72,024,  with  the  result  of  finding 
1,480  rooms  overcrowded.  In  addition  to  overcrowding,  the  offence  (though 
not  punishable  in  sub-let  houses)  of  permitting  males  and  females  not  married 
to  occupy  the  same  room  comes  under  the  notice  and  is  entered  in  the  books 
of  the  Inspectors.  There  were  865  rooms  thus  indecently  occupied  by  1,231 
males  and  1,589  females,  besides  having  also  in  these  rooms  611  children 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  13  years.  The  character  of  the  indecent  occupation 
may  be  judged  of  from  the  following  facts: — In  455  instances  one  man  and 
two  women  were  found  in  the  same  bedroom ;  in  238  instances  two  men  and 
one  woman ;  in  64  instances  two  men  and  two  women ;  in  41  instances 
one  man  and  three  women  ;  in  33  instances  one  man  and  four  women  ;  in  17 
instances  three  men  and  one  woman  ;  in  7  instances  two  men  and  three  women  ; 
in  7  instances  three  men  and  two  women ;  and  in  3  instances  four  men  and 
two  women. 

Informations  were  laid  against  1,200  chief  tenants  for  permitting  over¬ 
crowding  in  rooms,  with  the  following  results  : — 1,027  fined  Is.  and  Is.  costs; 
2  fined  Is.  and  Is.  6d.  costs;  3  fined  Is.  6d.  and  Is.  costs;  123  fined  2s.  6d. 
and  2s.  6d.  costs;  14  fined  5s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs;  3  fined  10s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs; 
making  a  total  of  fines  levied  during  the  year  of  £142  17s.  6d.  Of  the  re¬ 
maining  28  cases,  23  informations  were  withdrawn  and  5  acquitted,  the  tenants 
having  abated  the  overcrowding. 
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LICENSES  FOR  CATTLE. 

During  the  year  1882,  16  applications  were  made  to  the  Health  Committee 
for  licenses  to  keep  cows;  14  of  the  applications  for  keeping  371  cows  were 
granted.  There  are  at  present  432  shippons  licensed  to  keep  5,684  cows. 
55  of  the  shippons  previously  licensed  have  been  transferred  to  fresh  tenants. 

22  applications  were  made  during  the  year  to  keep  pigs  in  styes  separate 
from  and  unconnected  with  shippons  ;  7  of  the  applications  for  keeping  20  pigs 
were  granted.  48  piggeries  licensed  to  keep  117  pigs  have  been  given  up 
during  the  year;  4  piggeries  previously  licensed  have  been  transferred  to  fresh 
tenants.  The  total  number  of  premises  or  styes  now  licensed  in  the  City  is 
81,  for  keeping  236  pigs. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT,  1878. 

This  Act  and  the  Orders  issued  under  it  by  the  Privy  Council  were  referred 
to  the  Medical  Officer  to  carry  out,  in  conjunction  with  the  Veterinary 
Inspector,  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  the  Meat  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  pleuro  pneumonia  was  found  in  6  cowsheds,  affecting  15 
cows,  which  were  slaughtered  by  order  of  the  owners  or  of  the  Corporation ; 
and  16  cows,  which  were  not  diseased,  but  had  been  either  in  contact  with  the 
affected  ones  or  in  the  same  cowsheds,  were  slaughtered  by  order  of  the  owners. 

Foot  and  mouth  disease  was  found  in  2  cowsheds,  affecting  13  cows;  8 
recovered  from  the  disease,. and  5  were  slaughtered  by  order  of  the  owners,  as 
also  were  6  healthy  animals  which  had  either  been  in  contact  with  the  affected 
ones  or  in  the  same  cowsheds. 

Pig  typhoid  was  found  in  one  stye,  where  one  pig  died  from  the  disease,  and 
the  remaining  stock  of  five,  which  were  free  from  the  disease,  were  slaughtered 
by  order  of  the  owner. 

Pig  typhoid  was  detected  in  46  pigs  in  the  slaughter-houses ;  44  of  the 
diseased  animals  were  amongst  pigs  imported  from  Ireland.

Of  the  patients  removed  to  Hospital  the  following  were  conveyed  by  the 
Sanitarv  Officers  : — 806  cases  of  Fever  and  Scarlatina,  24  cases  of  Small  Pox, 
23  cases  of  Measles,  3  cases  of  Diphtheria,  1  case  of  Chicken  Pox,  and  1  case 
of  Erysipelas,  making  a  total  of  858  persons,  178  were  taken  to  Nether  field 
Road  Hospital,  620  to  the  Parish  Workhouse  Hospital,  17  to  Toxteth  Work- 
house  Hospital,  and  43  to  West  Derby  Union  Hospital.  9  of  the  Small  Pox 
cases  were  removed  from  ships. 

In  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  with  the  School  Board,  2,759 
post  cards  were  sent  to  the  Head  Masters  of  the  various  schools,  informing 
them  that  children  from  infected  houses  attended  their  schools.  Similar 
information  was  sent  to  the  School  Board. 

DISINFECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  houses  were  disinfected,  free  of  cost, 
with  sulphurous  gas,  by  officers  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee;  but  when¬ 
ever  there  was  sickness  in  any  room  of  the  house  so  as  to  endanger  health  by 
the  use  of  sulphurous  gas,  carbolic  acid  powder  was  freely  sprinkled  in  the  rooms 
and  passages  of  the  house  until  the  sulphurous  gas  could  be  used  safely.  No 
house  is  considered  properly  disinfected  until  sulphurous  gas  has  been  used. 
The  existence  of  sickness,  and  the  consequent  employment  of  carbolic  acid 
powder,  necessitate  many  visits  by  the  persons  in  charge  of  disinfection. 
There  were  in  all  6,760  visits  paid  during  the  year  to  houses  for  the  purpose 
of  disinfection,  the  number  of  houses  properly  disinfected  being  3,043.

SCAVENGING  OPERATIONS. 


The  additional  work  thrown  upon  the  Scavenging  Department  by  the  preva- 
lence  of  fever,  and  the  increased  attention  required  to  the  districts,  where  the 
disease  principally  existed,  were  satisfactorily  carried  out  under  the  able  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Reynolds,  who  was  most  willing  to  assist  the  Medical  Officer  in 
dealing  with  the  epidemic.  The  character  of  the  work  is  described  in  an  early 
part  of  this  report  in  detailing  the  various  measures  adopted  for  the  prevention 
of  infectious  disease. 

The  accompanying  tables  illustrate  the  great  cleansing  work  conducted  by 
this  department,  which  is  so  necessary  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  this  great 
community,  and  the  quiet,  steady,  and  almost  unnoticed  way  in  which  the  work 
is  done  reflects  the  greatest  credit  upon  the  whole  staff. 

Mr.  Richard  S.  Reynolds,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Veterinary  Superintendent  has 
charge  of  the  Scavenging  Department  and  has  kindly  prepared  the  tables  as  in 
previous  years.
